EVANS BREAKS JAIL. 


The Noted Desperado Again at 


Largre, 


LEADING A CHASE TO SAMPSON'S FLAT 


His Old Fighting Ground— Posses Or- 


ganizing on Every Corner, and 


Trains Used to Head Him Off 


— Details of the Escape.* 


Chris Evans Escapes. 


FKESJTO, Cal., Dec. 28.— It is reported 


that Chris Evani, of Evans and Son- 
tag, notorious outlaws and train rob- 
bers, escaped from the county jail. 


The Jailer's Account ol the Escape. 
FEESHO, Cal., Dec. as.— Ben Scott, 


who was in charge ol the jail at the 
time, gives this account of the escape: 


About 6:30 to-niffht a man named 


Ed Martell, a waiter, brought Evans 
his dinner, and had been in the jail 
about fifteen minutes. 
Evans had 


asked to be removed from his cell to 
the 
larg-e central inelosnre. 
Scott 


went and unlocked the door and Mar- 
tell stood close to him, and Evans was 
eight feet behind him. Martell pre- 
sented a pistol and told him to open 
the door. Scott thought he was jok- 
ing, and did not make any attempt to 
open the door, but Evans stepped up 
and pulled a gun out of his pocket and 
bttid in a pruff tone of voice: "That's 
right, Ben; throw up your hands." 


Martell searched him while Evans 


held the gun on him. They then walked 
Scott a block and a half towards Mari- 
posa street, to the alley between O and 
P streets. Scott says: "As we went 
along we came acrob.s another man, 
and Evans told him in a threatening 
manner to come along- with us, The 
fellow we picked tip was so frightened 
he could not walk, and we had to carry 
him, as I was afraid he would shoo't 
both of us if we did not bring him. 
Whea we got to the alley this man 
started running- and left us. Evans 
told me to walk away but not to run." 


After the two men left the alley 


where they parted company with 
Scott, they met ex-Mayor S. D. Cole, 
who was going home. lie had a revol- 
ver placed to his breast and was com- 
manded to walk along- with them, lie 
did not recognize them but supposed 
them to be Evans and his confederate. 


Farther on, two men supposed to be 


footpads at the time, held up City Mar- 
hall J, D. Morgan and V,' 
M. Wyatt, 


who were returning to their homes. 
Wyatt emptied his pockets. While lie 
ivas going through this, the city mar- 
shall prabbed^at one of the men, catch- 
ing him by me coat sleeve. The other 
mmediately fired a "shot at Morgan, 
the bullet passing \mder hia arm, mak- 
ng an ugly wound at the left side of 
the breast. 


At Q and Mono streets Evans held up 


a newsboy, took his horse and cart, and 


fter firing several shots drove rapidly

State Fish commission, composed oi

Ths Allowance Hade to the Duke ol 
Edinburgh. 


BERLIN, Dec. 29.—The Coburg Zei- 


tung (official) refers to the allowance 
made by the British parliament to 
Duke Alfred of Saxe-Coburg and Qotha 
(the Duke of Edinburgh). The paper 
mentions the two British grants—one 
of £16,000, mode when the duke at- 
tained his majority, and the other of 
£10,000 on the occasion of his marriage 
to the Grand Duchess Marie, only 
daughter of the late Czar Alexander 
II. The first-mentioned act, the paper 
•ays, was disposed of by the duke's re- 
nunciation of hlo rights under it, a 
declaration to that effect having been 
made by Prime Minister Gladstone in 
the house ot commons a few days ago. 


The other act—the marriagetgrant— 


now remains beyond the range of dis- 
cussion by the house of commons. The 
first act provided for the duke in his 
capacity of a British prince. The sec- 
ond act is indiscolubly bound up witti 
a provision made for the duchess in the 
event of her widowhood. This grant 
the duke is unable to renounce, since 
inch a step would prejudice the rights 
conferred upon the duchess by the 
treaty between Great Britain and Rus- 
sia in the event of her becoming a 
widow.
